Undoubtedly the most economical 
provision for immediate requirements will be 
the addition of detached wards to the present 
hospitala The one recently constructed at 
S t Peter cost about $25,000, and will ac­ 
commodate comfortably 125 patients. The 
erection of two of these wards at Bt Peter in 
1885, and one at St. Peter and two at Roch­ 
ester in 1880, as recommended by the 
trustees, would provide for 025 additional 
patients at a cost of $125,000, and would 
probably meet the requirements of the next 
three yearn 
Desiring to obtain the benefit 
of the best judgment in the state upon this 
subject, I recently convened a joint confer­ 
ence of the trustees and superintendents of 
the hospitals, the state board of corrections 
and charities and state lunacy commission, 
to consider the general question of the future 
care of the insane of our state. 
It was the 
unanimous expression of that conference, 
formulated by resolution, that th**, detached 
wards 
to 
the 
present 
hospitals 
be 
added as recommended by the trustees, 
and that “we recommend 
to the leg­ 
islature at the 
approaching session to 
appoint a commission to report to the legis­ 
lature of 1887 a location and plans for a 
third hospital” My judgment accords with 
the recommendation of this conference. 
It 
may seem best, two years hence, to defer the 
construction of the third hospital, yet it is 
likely, I think, to prove a wise foresight to 
take this initial step in that. direction.

trustees also recommend the reconstruction 
of the center building at Rochester, at an 
estimated cost of $72,000 
The part of the 
structure referred to is the old inebriate 
asylum, which has proven illy adapted to its 
present use. 
While the force" of the presen­ 
tation the trustees make in this m atter must 
perhaps lie admitted, and the desirability of 
replacing the old asylum with a more sub- 
stant.al and convenient structure conceded, 
yet Hie evident inability of the finances of 
the state to meet the expenditure at this 
time, offers a substantial reason adverse to 
its present undertaking.

The inspectors were not authorized under 
the statute to absolutely appropriate the 
prison earnings for the new buildings, but in 
their report they say: 
We conferred with the srovernor, and with hi* 
advice and consent the money received from in­ 
surance companies was used in rebuilding, and 
also the earnings of the convicts since the fires 
have lieen allowed to stand as an offset *<»an 
eqnal amount each month arabist t he bills of 
the contractors 
This action was taken to ena­ 
ble us to meet the extra*irdina;y emergency 
caused by the burning of the prison building*, 
and the absolute necessity of their prompt re­ 
construction. We trust the legislature will ap­ 
prove the action thus taken, and that such 1**2- 
islat ion may lie had as may ne deemed necessary 
to confirm w hat has been done in this regard 
In addition to the restored buildings there 
bas just been completed a new cell building 
containing 150 cells, adjoining til*1 old on**. 
at a cost of $49,935, which has been paid 
from the standing appropriations for perma­ 
nent improvement®. 
The prison now bas a 
capacity for 420 convicts, and at the date of 
the warden’s report, the clos*: of the fiscal 
year, it contained 350—an increase of 78 in 
two years. 
The warden estimates the cur­ 
rent expenses of the prison to be $70,(WX 
for 1885, and $75,000 for 1880, awl teat 
the earnings will be $45,000 and $50,(MHI 
for the same years.

The number of high schools to which the 
state aid of $400 each has been apportioned 
was forty-nine in 1883. and fifty-three in 
1884; an increase of fifteen since 1882. 
Number of pqjfils enrolled, 2,613. The su­ 
perintendent expresses satisfaction with the 
progress of the work in this department of 
his charge. These schools being of academic 
grade, furnish the facilities for a thorough 
business course, or prepare the pupil for col­ 
lege or the university. 
Though the law' un­ 
der which these schools were established has 
been in operation but three years, yet it 
already receives the thorough endorsement 
of popular appl oval, induced by th" mani­ 
fest good results accomplished 
The high 
school board indulge the hope that every 
considerable community of the state may 
avail itself of the privileges conferred by the 
law. The president of the university assures 
us that “the period of two years covered by 
his report has been one of steady growth” in 
that institution. The applicants admitted 
were sixty-three in 1883, and eighty-seven 
in 1884. 
The attendance wras twro hundred 
and tw'enty-three and two hundred and 
seventy-nine, and the graduates twenty-five 
and twenty-six, for the same years respect­ 
ively. 
There have been some changes in the 
faculty, and the new departm ent of medi­ 
cine organized, which promises to become a 
useful auxiliary to the general work of the 
institution. 
Prof. 
W. W. 
Folwell, LL. D., 
after fourteen years of faithful and efficient 
work as president of the university, resigned 
the position in March, 1883, but continued 
to serve until his successor, Prof. Cyrus 
Northrop of Yale college, relieved him, at the 
beginning of the current scholastic year. 
The affair® of the university are generally in 
a very prosperous condition. 
The expendi­ 
tures for two years were $1 12,478.25 for 
current account, and $50,995.85 for per­ 
manent 
improvements. 
In this connec­ 
tion may be mention d the publication of 
the first’ volume of the final report of the 
geological and natural history survey of the 
state, made under the direction of the board 
of regents. This is the beginning of the end 
of aw ork begun in 1872 by Prof. N. H.

volume proves of a very' general as well as 
scientific interest. 


HOSPITALS FOR THE INSANE. 
During the twenty months ending July 
31, 1884, there was an increase of 330 in 
the population of the two state hospitals for 
tho insane. 
The number i-eceiving care at 
the date of the trustees’ report was 1,193— 
806 at St. Peter and 387 at Rochester. 
In 
addition there are 72 out on parole, most of 
whom are liable to Ire returned at >ny ti mo. 
The capacity of the hospitals during t-ie past 
two years has been increased by an addi­ 
tional wing at Rochester, nearly completed, 
and a detached ward at Bt Peter, sufficient 
together to accommodate 375 patients; 
id aking the present aggregate capacity of 
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STATE PRISON. 
The report of the inspectors and warden 
of the state prison fully informs you of the 
catastrophe that nearly destroyed that insti­ 
tution last winter and the measures that 
w'ere adopted for its reconstruction. During 
the night of the *th of January last a portion 
of the shojis in which the convicts were em­ 
ployed was burned, and on the 25th of the 
same month another fire reduced to ruins 
the building of the prison proper, with nearly 
all its content®, The affairs of the prison 
were, in consequence, necessarily reduced to 
much confusion. Au provision for the se­ 
curity and the employment of the convicts 
was destroyed or rendered useless for the 
time. The only barrier between the convicts 
and their liberty was the prison wall and the 
prison guard. 
These must have soon yielded 
to a determined effort of 350 desperate men 
had it been made, but for the coolness and 
exceeding good management of Warden 
Reed and his aids, speedily reinforced by a 
detachment of the state m ilitia 
A portion 
of the convicts were at once removed to the 
jails of Ramsey, Hennepin, Washington, Da­ 
kota and Winona counties, and such provis­ 
ion made for the remainder within tile prison 
walls as was practicable. Though the weather 
wTas severe, very little discomfort was suf­ 
fered by the convicts, not as much, indeed, 
as was endured by the militia in guarding 
them. That portion of the prison building 
containing the cells had lost its roof, but 
was otherwise not much injured, there being 
bat little combustible material in its con­ 
struction. 
A temporary roof was soon in 
place, and within a week the male convicts 
were returned to their cells, and the work of 
l'cconstruction 
commenced. One 
of the 
shops destroyed by the first fire was the prop­ 
erty of the state; the others had been built 
by the contractors for the convict lalior. It 
was determined by the board of inspectors, 
after consultation w ith the attorney general 
and myself, to rebuild the shop that bad be­ 
longed to the state, and also to restore the 
prison building upon an improved plan as to 
its interior arrangement and construction. 
This has been done, and the structure are 
completed and now in use. Respecting the 
new jinson the inspectors say, “the building 
as it now stands is a vast improvement on 
the old one, a good, solid, substantial struc­ 
ture, all covered with heavy iron roof, with 
iron rafters, and we regard it as almost abso­ 
lutely fire-proof.” For further details re­ 
specting the condition and progress of affairs 
following the fires, and also the work of re­ 
building, I refer you to the report of the in­ 
spectors and warden of the prison. 
WHAT IT COST. 
The cost of the new' prison building, in­ 
cluding the iron roof of the cell room, is 
about $48,000. The new shop wa*3 con­ 
tracted for at $23,000, and $2,700 was ex­ 
pended in restoring die engine and boiler 
room, making a total of $73,700 as the cost 
of replacing the structures destroyed by fire. 
The loss on furniture and supplies destroyed 
with the buildings was $4,738.58 
The in­ 
spectors had placed $21,043.81 insurance 
upon the property, w'hieh has been collected, 
and to that amount has met the loss bus 
tamed by the fires. As existing appropria­ 
tions did not contemplate Ruch an extraor­ 
dinary 
emergency, the financial problem 
involved in the restoration of the prison was 
somew'hat embarrassing, but was to some 
extent relieved by an offer on the part of a 
few public-spirited citizens of the city of 
Stillwater to advance $25,000 to aid in the 
work, The oiler wras accepted conditionally, 
And was held in reserve as a resource if re­ 
quired I did not, however, use any part of 
it. 
The standing appropriations, ’together 
with the insurance and the prison earnings, 
have been sufficient to meet the cost of re­ 
building 
within 
about 
$18,000, which 
amount is bow due the contractors, and for 


tion. Appropriations ar*- a-ked for current 
expense® for 1885 and 1886 of $33,000 per 
year. and for insurance and repairs $6,000. 
*The report also recommend.-- an appropria­ 
tion of $25,000 for a new building for a 
female department. 
I doubt if th** probable 
revenues of the state xviii authorize** thi> ex­ 
penditure within the next two years; but, 
aside from that consideration, tbe question 
of the expediency of a pennant nt female 
department in connection with the present 
institution des elves deliberate examination. 
The few females that are likely to become 
inmates of the school in the near future may 
be properly eared for under existing arrange­ 
ments. but before step- are taken for a per­ 
manent reformatory tor girls, I believe tv* 
may avail ourselves profitably of the expe­ 
rience and judgment of communities that 
have dealt w ith the question more fully.

The treatm ent and control of the pauper 
And criminal classes give rise to questions 
among the most important with watch tht 
public has to deal; and the excessive rat * ol 
the increase of these evils, a** com) ar* d with 
the grow'th of population throughout the 
country, has become a subject of grave con­ 
cern- 
Statistics show* that the increase of 
pauperism and crime in the United States 
has been IOO jrer cent greater than its 
increase in population within the last quarter 
of a century. 
Measure® that may pro\< 
effective to check this !_*t iwing evil have 
long been the subject of earnest inquisition 
among philanthropists and legislators, t ’on- 
siderations of economy and public security 
as well a-* tho=e of humanity and morality, 
suggest the adoption of whatever means 
may promise to lessen these great evils that 
prey upon society. 
As it is a law of nature 
that every species shall produce its kind, to 
in 
every 
community 
It 
is 
observed 
that the ranks of the pauper aud criminal 
classes are largely recruited from their 
neglected and abused progeny. 
The envi­ 
ronment of idleness, ignorance and vice ii: 
which the children of such parents ar** rear* d. 
must. in the natural Ord* r of things, give 
direction and character to their future com * 
of life. As a matter of economy, a mere 
question of public expense, 
it not the wis* 1 
policy to rescue, if possible, these, youths 
from their apparently inevitable fate, rath* 1 
than to provide expensive almshouses an*, 
reformatories to be maintained at great cost 
for then care while young, and prisons for 
their restraint when they come to man s 
estate:' An intelligent and effective method 
to deal with this question w'ould be the estab­ 
lishment of a stat** public school, iii w hich 
the young children of dependent parents, ol 
criminals, and the orphaned waifs of society 
may be gathered and reared under influence.- j 
and surroundings that wiil develop the 
better elements of their natures, aud mak 
of them good citizens to contribute t 
the 
benefits 
rather 
than 
tee 
bur­ 
dens 
of 
society. 
This 
is 
by 
no 
means an experim ent 
Such institutions 
have existed for years past in some of the 
states, and their work shows most gratify­ 
ing results. 
Detailed information can be 
furnished by our state board of charities and 
corrections’regarding the organization, the 
work and the results accomplished .in schools 
of this character as established elsewhere. 
I commend the subject to your thoughtful 
consideration. 
If there should be hesita­ 
tion to act upon it by reason of the expense 
of establishing another public institution. I 
repeat, that, in my judgment, it is recom­ 
mended by considerations of public econo­ 
my, though the proposition also appeals to 
you upon the vastly broader basis of hu­ 
manity and the general public good. 
The 
cost of maintaining and educating the.-** 
children in such an institution until they 
arrive at an age when they could be ap- 
prenticed or indentured to their advantage, 
would be less than th** present average cost 
of their maintenance in tho poor houses, or 
through the usual methods of distribution 
of poor aid, in many of the counties of the 
state. 
A requirement such as now applies 
to a class of the inmates of tbe reform 
school, which provides for the maintenance 
by each county of the children they respect­ 
ively send to the institution, could properly 
be made a feature of its organization. 


BOARD OF CORRECTIONS \ NII CH A B IT I E s 
Chapter 127 of the General Laws, 1883, 
provides for the appointment by the gov­ 
ernor of six persons, not more than three of 
w'hom shall lie from the same political party, 
who shall constitute, w ith the governor, a 
state board of corrections and charities. The 
duties of such board, as defined by tire act, 
are to “investigate the whole system of pub­ 
lic charities and correctional institutions of 
the state, examine into th** condition and 
management thereof, especially of prisons, 
jails, infirmaries, 
public 
hospitals and 
asylums,” and to examine and “criticise all 
plans for new jails and infirmaries” before 
their adoption by county authorities, 
i he 
board is also empowered, upon the order 
of the governor, to “investigate the man­ 
agement 
of 
any 
penal, 
reformatory 
or charitable 
institution of the stare.” 
Though the act creating the board provides 
for the employment of a secretary at an 
annual salary of $1,200, and the necessary 
personal expenses of the members in the 
discharge of their duties, yet, by an evident 
oversight, the legislature neglected to make 
an appropriation from which to pay lie u . 
Believing the work of the board as con­ 
templated by the act would prove of great 
public benefit, I was reluctant to have the 
experiment fail for lack of means to meet 
the expense. I therefore appealed to the 
boards of management of the hospitals for 
the insane and the state prison, for such 
sums as they could conveniently spare from 
their appropriations for current expense®, 
to aid in maintaining the board 
My request 
was responded to in a manner that com­ 
mands acknowledgement of 
the public 
spirit of the gentlemen appealed to. 
I re­ 
ceived $1,000 from the trustees of the in­ 
sane, aud $1,694.66 from tho in s p e c ts of 
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the state prison. These sums, reinforced by 
a 
moderate 
draft 
upon 
the 
execu­ 
tive 
contingent 
fund, 
have 
nearly 
sufficied to defray the expenses of the 
board to the present time 
The board was 
organized in April. 1883, by the appoint­ 
ment of Hon. C. IL Berry of Winona, Hon. II. 
R, Wells of Preston, Rev. M. McG. Dana of 
Bt. Paul, I). C. Bell, Esq., of Minneapolis, 
Hon. William M. Campbell of Litchfield, and 
Judge Reuben Reynolds of Crookston, as 
members, and the subsequent selection of 
It* v. H. H. Hart of Worthington as secretary.' 
Quarterly meetings have been held and fre­ 
quent visits of inspection made by the full 
board or its committees and secretary to the 
several public institution® and most of tile 
county jails, poorhouses and reformatories 
of the state. 
The character and extent of 
the work accomplished by this Ixia rd is indi­ 
cated in its report which is before you 
I 
lielieve I hazard nothing in saying that tho 
results thus far accomplished fully justify 
the judgment of those who early advocated 
the organization of the board 
It is already 
recognized 
as 
an 
authoritative agency 
through which the people in different coun­ 
ties are becoming informed as to important 
I details regarding the condition and manage 
ment of their county all airs, the manner and 
cost of the care and maintenance of their

erctse of its advisory functions it has ren* 
pered material aid to the several board® in 
charge of th** state institutions, with whom 
the most cordial cooperative relation® ha va 
been maintained. 
The board have attended 
the national conferences of charities and 
corrections annually held, and through the 
secretary or individual members, spent much 
time in the inspection and study of the sys­ 
tems and methods controlling tne charitable 
and reformatory institution® ot other states. 
They have sought in every way t*> qualify 
themselves thoroughly for the duties ira- 
posed upon them, in which they have taken 
great interest, and given their time freely to 
their discharge. 
The character of the g« ntle- 
men constituting the board is a guarantee of 
its future usefulness, and w'ill command for 
its w'ork th© confidence and co-operation of 
the people of the state. 
Secretary Hart ha® 
manifested much aptitude for the delicate 
and intricate duties of Dis position, and in 
their prosecution has shown great industry 
and much enthusiasm. 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 
The state board of health is proving a most 
efficient agency rn promoting the public 
health. 
In the treatment of epidemic dis­ 
eases and the supervision and direction of 
general sanitary w'ork throughout the state, 
tin board has rendered invaluable service 
within the past two years 
They have had 
to «lcal with seventeen distinct outbreaks 
of small pox, some of w'hieh, Ireing in lum­ 
ber cam psand unorganized con: ties, could 
not have lieen controlled by 
cal authority. 
In every instance, by prompt and perempt­ 
ory action, they have isolated and subdued 
the disease. 
Several aggravated outbreak® 
ot diphtheria which threatened the decima­ 
tion of entire communities, have, by a rigid 
system of quarantine and disinfection, lieen 
checked and brought tinner control 
A few' 
cases of infectious diseases of domestic ani 
mal® have received the attention of tho 
board, and valuable eon use I ami assistance 
hav. 
been 
rendered 
in 
tile 
treat­ 
ment of the diseased animals, and the 
protection <>f herds exposed to the in-, 
fcotton. 
All sanitary authorities sirree as to 
the probability of the appearance of cholera 
la this country tile present year. 
Our state! 
board of health should fie clothed with au­ 
thority and given command of resources! 
sufficient to deal with thD dreaded scourge,! 
In the event of its appearance among us. 
This will contemplate legislation looking tai 
a thorough sanitary inspection and anim-, 
proved sanitary organization throughout thej 
state. The duties or heal health officers! 
measures to Ire adopted for tee disposal cfi 
filth, protection of th** water supply and thej 
control of offensive trade-, an* a1! questions 
involved in the general subject, and should' 
be met by clear and explicit enactments, 
with sufficient penalties for the violation on 
their provision*. To make this work effective; 
a special appropriation will be required, to 
be used under proper restrictions and limita-i 
lions a- suggested bi til** board in their re­ 
port 
The rapid increase ol tire stock inter-! 
est of the state suggest-, some legislation for 
the protection of our numerous and valuable! 
herds from the infectious diseases that have 
w rought havoc the past year in other states.) 
Hie board of health is the proper agency 
through w hich to operate in this matter. 
Authority should be given them to employ 
competent veterinary surgeons when neces­ 
sary! and to tat** the other step® required to 
prevent or suppress such diseases. 
The 
vital statistics of the state as now' collected 
are imperfect and unsatisfactory. 
I believe 
they could be made more complete and use­ 
ful if collected under a system devised ami 
controlled by the state b*>c^ : of health. 
Im , 
portant investigations reltffihre to tire charac! 
t* r of illuminating oiN brought into th** state! 
have been made the past year by th* secre­ 
tary of tbe board, w hich ar* fully detailed in 
his report, accompanied with practical rec-, 
onrncudatioiiH for the protection of the pub­ 
lic against the importation of inferior goods. 
The increas* J Jailor*- imposed upon the board 
by the grow th of the stale, and thy enlarge*! 
scope of it® duties, calls for a moderate ate 
crease in the annual appropriation for its 
tree. 
The recommendations in this regard, 
and upon those matters relating to sanitary 
questions in which our entire people are in­ 
terested, have my approval. 
MILITIA. 
The legislature of 1883 enacted a militia 
code which provided for the organization ct 
tw'o regiments of infantry and one battery* 
of artiib ry, to constitute ihe national guard, 
of the state. 
It required seven companies 
of infantry in addition to the then existing! 
organization to complete the quota author-- 
ized by the act Within th** year following 
this was made up, giving an aggregate en­ 
listment of 1,263 officers and men, and thei 
eutire force has been provided w ith the moetj 
improved arms and equipments in use byj 
the general government. 
Annual encamp-} 
ment® have been held as contemplated by 
the code, the details of which are furnished! 
iu th** report of the adjutant general. 
I ami 
pleased to be able to report that the guard. 
is in a satisfactory state of discipline and! 
efficiency. 
The value to the start* of a mod­ 
erate military establishment wa® demon ­ 
strated on the occasion of the fires at the 
prison 
last January. Detachments from' 
the First regimentrendered invaluable aid tai 
preserving order and preventing any attempt^ 
of the 
convicts to 
escape during the 
progress of and subsequent to the fires. Tho* 
presence of a considerable force of armed! 
men doubtless had a salutary moral effect^ 
j upon the inmates of the prison; certainly no* 
! such efficient force could have been organ­ 
ized from among our citizens as the militia 
furnished, to guard the convicts while the! 
affairs pf the prison wrere in confusion 
Foe 
nearly a w eek of very severe weather they 
creditably discharged the most exacting 
duties that soldiers are called upon to pere 
form 
The subsistence and jier diem of tho 
men for this service, and also the cost off 
their transportation, amounting in the ag­ 
gregate to $3,457. ItJ, was paid from tho 
national guard fund. As no such extraordi­ 
nary excuses are properly chargeable to 
that fund, it should be reimbursed by a 
special appropriation, as recommended by 
the adjutant general. On the 27th of July 
last I was requested by the mayor of Minne-j 
apolis and the sheriff of Hennepin county 
to furnish troops to aid the civil authorities 
in preventing a threatened attack by a mob 
upon the jail of that county. Those comjia- 
nies of the First regiment whose headquar­ 
ters are in Minneapolis were ordered under 
arms and moved to the vicinity of the jaiL 
Their presence probably deterred the mob 
from the execution of the threatened vio­ 
lence, and certainly had a reassuring effect 
upon peaceable citizens of the city. Such 
occurrences, likely to transpire at any time, 
demonstrate the usefulness of an effective 
military organization. 
The relHrns of the 
several companies show that aside from the 
encampment exjtenses, the guard have ex­ 
pended the past year $22,726.03, in main­ 
taining' their organization, in excess of the 
allowance made them by the state. 
The 
adjutant general’® r«qiort will inform you as 
to all the details of the guard organization, 
and also the transactions of his department 
relative to the proseutioa of soldier claims 
for pensions. 
He bas procured the allow­ 
ance of $200,501 the past two years, and 
has 1,702 eases of that character yet in his 
charge. 
BULBHC EXAMINER. 
The aet creasing the office of public exam-, 
iner and prose ibing his duties, provides^ 
among other th'ngs, that “he shall order and} 
enforce a correct, and as far as practicable, 
uniform system of bookkeeping by state ami] 
county treasurers and auditors, so as to af-, 
ford a suitable check upon their mutual ac J 
Hon, and insure tire thorough supervision* 
and safety of state and county funds. * In 
the prosecution of his duties undei this re­ 
quirement of the law, the examiner encoun­ 
ters much embarrassment on account of the 
incongruous provisions of the statute® re­ 
lating to the administration of the public* 
revenue®, What these embarrassments are, 
and their evident remedy, are made known 
to you In the examiner's report, and are fa­ 
miliar to those who have examined his re­ 
port- for recent years.

he has met with reasonable success, but thi# 
does not “afford a suitable cheek upon theli 
mutual action,” because the law's, as the;

The average earnings of the same 
for the last tw elve m onths’ report exceed 
the 
average 
of operating expenses bv 
$2,920.49 per mile. 
The taxes paid to the 
state on the gross earnings of the railroads 
in this state during the past year were 
$645,735.18. 
This large am ount will be 
steadily increased from the increase of busi­ 
ness upon these roads and from the new 
lines, of which a num ber of im portant ones 
are soon to bejcompleted. 
CONCLUSION. 
Confident th at tho influence controlling 
your deliberations here will be a desire to 
serve the best interests of your constituents, 
and trusting th at the people of the state m ay 
not be disappointed in their expectation of 
such practical rem edial legislation a t your 
hands as shall best prom ote their prosperity 
sud happiness.

D akota desires, not inconsistent w ith form er 
pi(*cedent* in regard to new states, it m ight 
tend to recure for the question consideration 
above th a t of party gam, from the stand­ 
point of the public good. 
The prohibition bv the constitution of cer­ 
tain kinds of so c ia l legislation un pose*upon 
vou the duty w hich should no longer be de­ 
layed of com pleting the provision for such 
cases by the enactm ent of general laws. 
The population of Jjike county, alm ost en­ 
tirely cl ustered alsm t the port and railw ay 
station. Two Harbors, need such a law to 
bring to tlnun the county seat from Reaver 
Bay, thirty miles distant 
The encouragem ent of tim ber culture has ; 
been for years the jKilicy of the state. 
It 
will be equally wise to preserve by the best 
m eans our existing forests against 
wan 
ton or heedless- destruction. 
Fires on lands 
from which the tim ber bas lieen mostly 
cleared, are am ong the greatest disasters. 
Some anxiety is felt am ong those \\ ho ap­ 
preciate the influence cf abundant, forest* 
a> to the etf**cts of the subm ersion of tim ber 
lands by the reservoirs about the sources of 
the Mississippi. 
An interesting inquiry wa* 
begun in that regard by a com m ittee of the I 
American Forestry association, whose chair- j 
man visited the region last sum m er, accom 
{.allied by the state land agent, Mr. W. P. 
Jew ett

STATE INSPECTION OF GRAIN. 
I venture to repeat tile recommendation.* 
made to the legislature of 1843, regarding a 
system of state inspection of grain. 
In my 
com m unication to th at body, I rem arked 
that: 
The grievous compalints of the agricultural 
class in some section* of the state in recant lo i 
warehousing ami grading of grain, is a subject 
that demands attention. The abuses complained 
of are of a character that cannot be ignored, 
though they may not be folly sustained by the 
facts in all cases. It is equally in the interest of I 
the buyer as well as the seller of grain, that 
some system be devised by which t he differences 
arising between them may tx' arbitiated and 
settled through agencies entirely disinterested. 
The tanner now complains thai he has no optior 
or appeal in the transaction involving the disjxi- 
sltion of hi* product, but must i>erforce ace-.pt 
the judgment of the buyer as to it* quality ami 
value. A system of stateiiisj»ection which com­ 
prehends the fixing of grades of grain and th*' 
adoption of rules regulating the management <>! 
elevators aud warehouses, has lteen tried with 
success in ot her states. I recommend a careful 
consideration of this subject ujKin your part, 
and an examination of the methods and result* 
of such a system in its operation elsewhere, with 
a view to its adaptation to the exigencies of the 
situation in this state.

As m ight be expected, those w bo m an­ 
age the great railroads are intent, first and 
cniefl v, upon subserving the interest* of their 
stockholders. 
They seek economy, profit

Profit and certainly convenience, some of 
them think, will be secured a* to freight*, by 
large, frequent and easily regulated shije 
m ents under contract* with a sinai! Lumber 
of shipper*, and therefore their m anagem ent 
aims to encourage such. 
If this tend* to 
build up a monopoly at every station, o r one 
monopoly existing along th eir wrhole line, 
and m aking itself cruelly felt a t every sta ­ 
tion, th at result is not, they say. a part of 
their intention; they reg ret it if it is really 
oppressive, and ho|*e it wail not always 
so. and call you to witness that, at the very 
worst, their road is a gr« a t blessing to the 
farmers. 
They tell you th at w holesaiers are 
accorded an advantage in rate* and facilities 
the world over, citing the exam ples of in­ 
dividuals w ho have received nothing from 
the public aud are under 110 obligations to 
the public, as a precedent for a com pany 
created by the com m onwealth to serve the 
comm on weal, and bound by law. as well ss 
the logic of it* creation, not to discrim inate, 
not to deal unequally, not to restrict it* ob­ 
ligation of common carriage, 
TRANSIT EVI!.S. 
Beside the practices above hinted at. which 
tend to establish monopolies bv giving souk 
shippers advantages over others, anothei 
exist* u{K>n some lines in accordance with 
which an ow ner of w heat who wishes to send 
it to any point on the line m ust pay the 
charges for carrying it over the whoie road 
He may then stop his w heat where ho 
chooses, and sell his transit, or rem aining 
freight right, for w hat he can get. 
This is 
defended on the ground th at the w heat, or 
its product, m ust go by some transportation 
line to th at term inal point. Chicago or Mil­ 
waukee, and th;;t the com pany w hich first 
has it i* entitled to devise any possible plan 
to keep it, w ithout having, a t any interm e­ 
diate point, to com pete for its fu rth er car­ 
riage with other rival lines. 
Every argu­ 
m ent to justify the dem and for paym ent foi 
carrying gijun to Chicago, w hen tile shippej 
:m!y w ants it carried to some intern!eaiari 
point, would justify the exaction of transit 
rates to the seaboard instead of Chicago, ii 
the com pany could possess itself of the con­ 
trol of a continuous line thither. 
Another 
rule 
by 
which 
producers have 
griev­ 
ously suffered, is th at adopted bv some roads 
to receive no w heat upon it* cars except 
from elevators of a given m inim um capaci­ 
ty. 
The m anagers allege th at a regulation 
of th at kind is necessary to the {WOper per­ 
form ance of their obligation to carry the 
freight 
which may lie offered them foi 
transportation w ith due dispatch; th at ele­ 
vators of at least the capacity prescribed are 
necessary^for the expeditious handling and 
loading of tile giain; th a t tile dem and for 
cars when a g reat crop is to lie moved, can 
•scarcely lie supplied even when they are oc- : 
curded the least tim e in loading; and th at bj 
any other m anner of handling the grain 
there would be great loss in the service ob­ 
tained from their rolling stock. 
As a con­ 
sequence of this im possibility of getting 
their purchases to m arket w henever desired. 
buyers, it is said, 
could not 
m aintain 
■rices, and farm ers would sutler the loss. !

The loss of a grade 

A fictitious depre­ 
ciation of quality by an arbitrary inspection 
results in a serious loss to the ow ner of the 
property thus discrim inated ag ain st 
While 
it is unquestionably tru e th at an open m ar 
ith free com petition at prim ary receiv- 
ket, wit 
trig point*, would prove 
a rem edy for many 


uch of this is, or ha* been, true, and such 
considerations may be accepted a* a sufficient 
explanation or apology for the errors of the 
com panies in once adopting the practice tc 
rid them selves of an inconvenience; hut 
they tire not sufficient to m aintain it, after ll 
has been found to deprive the producer! 
whom they were created to serve, of th* 
competition am ong buyers 
which oughi 
everyw here to exist, liecause it lath e natu re 
and only means to m aintain just grades and 
fair prices. 
The duty of the railroad com ­ 
panies a* comm on carriers is to transport 
for all alike, w ith reasonable dispatch and at 
reasonable rates. W hat ar** reasonable rates 
and reasonable dispatch depends on the cir­ 
cum stances of the case, but the obligation to 
carry for all alike is absolute under all cir­ 
cum stances. 
No increased dispatch, no re­ 
duced rate to some, will justify any practice 
which works discrim ination, or a restriction 
of his free right, to any. 
The people look to you to adopt law s which 
shall interdict and term inate all these prac­ 
tices. 
The details of the legislation which 


will accomplish it, will be yours to elaborate. 
It is m y du ty to recom m end th a t you aim to 
secure’ at every station, an open and u n ­ 
restricted m arket, the right of shipm ent for 
any and all, w ithout partiality or preference, 
and transportation for all w ithout diserimi 
nation a t equal and reasonable rates, to any 
desired destination. 
The prosperity of the 
companies depends largely upon the pros­ 
perity of the people along their lines.

will not, therefore, evince hostility to* the 
roads by releasing the people from the 
shackles of m onopoly which fetter their 
prosperity. 
FREIGHT TARIFF. 
The producers of our state have been 
greatly disappointed by the failure of the 
railroad com panies to adjust their tariffs the 
past year to conform to the changed condi­ 
tion* in tne general business of the country. 
They justly com plain th a t charges for tran s­ 
portation are o u t of proportion to the value 
of 
the 
com m odities 
transported. 
While 
the prices of grain have declined to a point 
that affords no profit to the farm er under 
th** most favorable conditions for m arketing 
his crop, the charges for transiiortation p re­ 
vailing in form er years have been substan­ 
tially m aintained.

These items, with a considerable 
increase in the cost of maintaining the public 
institutions the past two years, "have made 
an aggregate of exiraordtnarv demands that 
would have required material additions to the 
U s levy but for the rapid increase of Ute- a*- 
sestable property ami the miscellaneous re­ 
sources of the state The on** mill tax to which 
the levy has l>een reduced, with the other 
revenues of the state, have, however, been 
sufficient to provide for this unusual outlay, 
and leave a balance in the treasury at the 
end of the last fiscal year. 
The estim ates of 
“receipts and disbursements” for the fiscal 
years for which you will make appropria­ 
tions promise a continued healthy condition 
of the treasury, provid* d such appropriations 
are restricted within reasonable limits.

years past the practice has obtained to some 
extent of making appropriations without re­ 
gard to the revenues from which they

and p>erhaps wasteful drafts upon the rev­ 
enues. 
PEKMANENT TRUST FUNDS. 
In 1S72 all receipits for taxes on railroad 
and tei /graph companies were set apiart as a 
spacial fund for the support of the state in­ 
stitutions. 
At that time the amount realized 
from these sources wa* but $57,0*7.14. 
It 
has now become the principal source of rev 
enue the state1 enjoys, amounting the oast 
year to $(>51.378.18, largely in excess of the 
demands made up>on it 
If there was once a 
ufficient reason for reserving this resource 
for special use, it does not row exist, and I 
recommend that the law relating thereto be 
repealed. 
While there has been for years a 
surplus in this fund, the revenue fund, from 
which all general expenses of the state are 
piaid, is constantly overdrawn aud a bor­ 
rower from it 
The two funds should be 
merged Into one, and relieve the treanury 
from the anomalous condition of plethora 
and stringency at the same time, as regards 
its different funds. 
It will be necessary to 
do this before the treasurer can meet the nay 
rolls of the legislature, as the “overdraft of 
the revenue fund has reached the limit 
allowed by law'. 
The surplus of the forestry 
fund should also be transferred to the rev­ 
enue fund, as recommended by the auditor.

The number of high schools to which the 
state aid of $ 4 0 0 each has been apportioned 
was forty-nine in ISS3, and fifty three in 
1884; an increase of fifteen since 1-882. 
Number of pupils enrolled, 2,613. 
The su­ 
perintendent expresses satisfaction with the 
progress of the work in this department of 
his charge. T hese schools being of academic 
grade, furnish the facilities for a thorough 
business course, or prepare the pupil for col­ 
lege or the university. 
Though the law un­ 
der which these schools were established has 
been in operation but three years, j*et it 
already receives the thorough endorsement 
of popmlar appl oval, induced, by the mani­ 
fest good results accomplished 
The high 
school board indulge the hope that every 
considerable community of the state may 
avail itself of the pmvileges conferred by the 
law. The president of the university assures 
us that “the px:riod of two years covered by 
his report has been one of "steady growth” in 
that institution. 
The applicants admitted 
were sixty-three in 1883, and eighty-seven 
in 1884. 
The attendance was twro hundred 
and twenty-three and two hundred and 
seventy-nine, and the graduates twenty-five 
and tw enty-six, for the same years respect­ 
ively. 
There have been some changes iii the 
faculty, and the new department of medi­ 
cine organized, which promises to become a 
useful auxiliary to the general work of the 
institution. 
Prof. 
VY. VV. 
Folwell, LL. D., 
after fourteen years of faithful and efficient 
work as president of the university, resigned 
the position in March, 18*3, but continued 
to serve until his successor, Prof. tyrus 
Northrop of Yale college, relieved him, at the 
beginning of the current scholastic year. 
The affairs of the university are generally in 
a Teary prosperous condition.

HOSPITALS FOR THE INSANE. 
During the tw enty months ending July 
31, 1884, there was an increase of 3 30 in 
the population of the two state hospitals for 
the insane. 
The number receiving care at 
the date of the trustees’ repjort was 1,193— 
806 at Bt. Peter and 387 at Rmihester. 
In 
addition there are 72 out on parole, most of 
whom are liable to lie returned at >»y time. 
The capraeity of the hospitals during tile piast 
tw o years has been increased by an addi­ 
tional wing at Rochester, nearly completed, 
and a detached ward at S t. Peter, sufficient 
together to accommodate 375 pratients; 
making the present aggregate capacity of 


to replace them. 
The industrial training, 
which is an essential part of the education 
provided by this school, requires proper 
.*hopis for 
the purpose, and I therefore 
recommend that the burned building be ^re- 
/1 aced. 
Though no reference to the matter 
is made in the report of the directors, I 
recommend that authority be granted them 
to expend a sum sufficient to make more se­ 
cure the deaf and dumb building from fixe 
The dividing stone walls that separate the 
structure int© divisions should be extended 
through the roof, and iron doors placed in 
ail openings communicating through them. 
A precaution of this character saved the St.

8TATE PRISON. 
The repxjrt of the inspectors and warden 
of the state prison fully informs you of the 
catastrophe that nearly destroyed that insti­ 
tution last winter and the measures that 
were adopted for its reconstruction. During 
the night, of the Sth of January'last ap>ortion 
of the shop>s in which the convicts were em ­ 
ployed was burned, and on the 25th of the 
same month another tire reduced to ruins 
the building of the prison proper, with nearly 
all its contents, The affairs of the pirisoh 
were, in consequence, necessarily reduced to 
much confusion. 
AU provision for the se­ 
curity and the employment of the convicts 
was destroyed or rendered useless for the 
time. The only barrier between the convicts 
and their liberty w as the prison wall and tho 
prison guard. 
These must have soon yielded 
to a determined effort of 35 0 desperate men 
had it been made, but for the coolness and 
exceeding good management of Warden 
Reed aud his aids, speedily reinforced by a 
detachment of the state militia. 
A portion 
of the convicts were at once removed to the 
I 
’ails of Ramsey', Hennepin, Washington, Da­ 
kota and Winona counties, and such provis­ 
ion made for th?1 remainder within the prison 
walls as was practicable. Though the weather 
was severe, very little discomfort was suf­ 
fered bv the convicts, not as much, indeed, 
as was endured by'the militia in guarding 
them. 
That portion of the prison building 
containing the cells had lost it* roof, but 
w'as otherwise not much injured, there being 
but little combustible material in its con ­ 
struction. 
A temporary roof was soon in 
place, and within a week the male convicts 
were returned to their cells, and the work of 
reconstruction 
commenced. 
One 
of the 
shops destroyed by the first fire was the prop>- 
erty of the state; the others had been built 
by' the contractors for the convict labor. 
It 
was determined by' the board of ins {lectors, 
after consultation wuth the attorney general 
and myself, to rebuild the shop that had be­ 
longed' to the state, and also to restore the 
prison building upon an improved plan as to 
its interior arrangement and construction. 
This has been done, and the structure are 
completed and now in use. 
Respecting the 
new pinion the inspectors say, “the building 
as it now stands is a vast improvement on 
the old one, a good, solid, substantial struc­ 
ture, all covered w .th heavy iron roof, with 
iron rafters, and we regard it as almost abso­ 
lutely tire-proof.” For further details re­ 
specting the condition and progress of affairs 
following the fires, and also the work of re­ 
building, I refer you to the report of the in­ 
spectors and w'arilen of the prison. 


WHAT IT COST. 
The cost of the new prison building, in­ 
cluding the iron roof or the cell room, is 
about $48.OOO. 
The new shop) was con­ 
tracted for at $23,(8)0, and $2,700 was ex ­ 
pended in restoring the engine and boiler 
room, making a total of $ 73,700 as the cost 
of replacing the structures destroyed by fire. 
Tho loss on furniture and supplies destroyed 
with Hie buildings w'as $4,738.58. 
The in­ 
spectors had placed $21,043.81 insurance 
upxm the property, which has been collected, 
and to that amount has m et the loss su b 
tabled by the tires. 
As existing appropria­ 
tions did not contemplate such an extraor­ 
dinary 
emergency, the financial problem 
involved in the restoration of the prison wras 
som ewhat embarrassing, but w'as to some 
extent relieved by an offer on the part of a 
few pmblic-spirited citizens of the city of 
Still water to advance $25,000 to aid in the 
work. 
The off er was accepted conditionally,

The standing app)rop>riations, together 
with the insurance and the prison earnings, 
have been sufficient to m eet the co*t of re

BOARD OF CORRECTIONS AND CHARITIES 
Chapter 127 of the Gem ral Laws, 1**3, 
provides for the appointment by the gov- 
I 
ernor of six persons, not more than three of ; 
wliom shall be from the same political party, 
who shall constitute, with the governor, a 
j 
state board of corrections and charities. The 
duties of such board, as defined by the act, 
are to “investigate the whole system of pub- j 
lie charities and correctional instit utions (if j 
the state, examine into the condition and ; 
management thereof, especially of prisons, 
jails, 
infirmaries, 
public 
hospitals and 
asylums.” and to examine and “criticise all 
plans for new jails and infirmaries” l>efore 
their adoption by county authorities. 
The 
board is also empowered, upxm the order 
of the governor, to “investigate the man­ 
agement 
of 
any 
penal. 
reformatory 
or charitable 
institution of the state.” 
Though the aet creating the lx>ard provides 
for the employment of a secretary at an 
annual salary of $1,2(8), and the necessary 
personal expxmses of the members in the 
discharge of their duties, yet, by an evident 
oversight, the legislature neglect* d to make 
an appropriation from which to pay the ii. 
Believing the work of the board as con­ 
templated by the act would prove of great 
public benefit, I was reluctant to have the 
experiment fail for lack of means to meet 
the expense. 
I therefore appealed to the 
boards of management of the hospitals for 
the insane and the state prison, for such 
sums as they coaid conveniently spare from 
their app>rop>riatio!is for current expenses,

Quarterly meetings have been held and fre­ 
quent visit* of inspection made by the full 
board or it* committees and secretary to the 
several public institutions and most of the 
county jails, ptoorhouses and reformatories 
of the state.

them be saved. From estim ates of the county 
auditors it appears the assessors of the state 
w ere paid in the aggregate, on account of 
agricultural statistics in 1884, th e sum of 
£17,000. 
For vital statistics for the same 
year, tow n clerks received ab o u t $10,0 0 0 ; 
county clerks, about $4,240. 
This ag g re­ 
gate saving by suspending th e collection of 
these statistics under th e present law s for 
one year ($32,000), added to the federal con 
tingent, w ould certainly exceed the increased 
cost of the enlarged schedules.

sam e w ould be tru e of the cost of printing. 
The tow ns

the 
assessors, and

counties the clerks for the servict s here 
spoken of, and it is easily feasible, if de­

tures by the general governm ent to r the 
Im provem ent of W* stern rivers and harbors, 
are practically considered.

The developm ent, also, of our m m 
eral resources in the territo ry on the north 
shore of Lake Superior, which have assum ed 
a m aguitude th a t has stim ulated the 
ing of railroads to accom m odate the m ining 
industries of th a t region, justly claim s such 
appropriations as may be required to pro­ 
vide harbor facilities a t ports from w hence 
the ores are shipped abroad.

ADM ISSION OF DAKOTA. 
The rapidity of th e later grrow th of the 
territo ry on our west has carried it, since its 
first application for adm ission into the Union, 
far beyond w hat has hitherto lieen recog­ 
nized as the requisite in population to be­ 
come a state. 
5s the area is more than tw ice 
the average in existing states, there is reason 
in the dem and for division. 
B ut, however, 
it m ight be divided, one p art a t least, and 
probably both, w ould have m ore th an the 
population required for a m em ber of con­ 
gress. 
No territorial population lias ever 
been, on the average, b etter fitted by their 
intelligence, their experience or their cir­ 
cum stances,to assum e the duties of statehood 
than th a t of Dakota. 
The interest of Minne­ 
sota in her neighbor’s elevation in dignity 
and im portance is so clear, tL at it is not to 
be doubted th a t our senators and m em ­ 
bers of congress will earnestly support 
her adm ission into the Union w ithout incite­ 
m en t from us; b u t as it is feared th a t there 
m ay develop, in a certain direction, an nppo 
Bition thereto, m otived chiefly in p artisan ­ 
ship, perhaps, if the legislature of this state, 
unanim ously by the votes of its m em bers of 
both parties, w ere to m em orialize congress 
in behalf of such action for adm ission as 
D akota desires, not inconsistent w ith form er 
precedents in regard to new states, it m ight 
tend to secure for the question consideration 
above th a t of party gain, from the stand­ 
point of the public good. 
The prohibition bv the constitution of cer­ 
tain kinds of special legislation im poses upon 
you th e d u ty which should no longer be de­ 
layed of com pleting the provision for such 
cases by the en actm en t of general laws. 
The population of I Ake county, alm ost en­ 
tirely clustered about the port and railw ay 
station. Two H arbors, need such a law to 
bring to them th*- county seat from B eaver 
Bay, th irty m iles distant. 
The encouragem ent of tim ber cu ltu re has j 
been for years the policy of th e state. 
It 
will be equally wise to preserve by the best 
m eans our existing forests against 
wan 
ton or heedless destruction. 
Fires on lands 
from w hich the tim b er lias been m ostly 
cleared, are am ong the greatest disasters. 
Some anxiety is f«-it am ong those who ap­ 
preciate the influence of ab u n d an t forests 
as to the effects ol the subm ersion of tim ber 
lands by the reservoirs about the sources oi 
the Mississippi. 
An interesting inquiry was | 
l»egun in th a t regard by a com m ittee of the ! 
Am erican Forestry association, whose ch air­ 
m an visited the region last sum m er, accom 
panted by th e state land agent, Mr. W. P. | 
Jew e tt 
A copy of their report is tra n s­ 
m itted herew ith. 


STATE IN SPECTIO N OF GRAIN. 
I venture to re p e a t the recom m endation!1 
made to th e legislature of 1843, regarding a S 
system of state inspection ol grain. 
In mv 
com m unication to th a t body, 1 rem arked 
that; 
The grievous compalints of the agricultural 
ola*s in some sections of the state in regard to 
warehousing and grading of grain, is a subject 
that demands attention. The abuses complained 
of are of a character that cannot be ignored, 
though they may not be fully sustained by the 
tact s in all cases. It is equally in the interest of 
the buyer as well as the seller of grain, that 
some system lie devised by which the difference- 
arising between them may lie arbitrated and 
settled through agencies entirely disinterested. 
The larmer now complains that he has no option 
or appeal in the transaction involving the dispo­ 
sition of his product, but must perforce accept 
the judgment of the buyer as to its quality and 
value. A system of state inspection which com­ 
prehends the fixing of grades of grain and tin 
adoption of rules regulat iug the management of 
I elevators and warehouses, has been tried with 
I success in other states. 
1 recommend a careful 
i consideration of this subject upon your part, 
and an examination of the methods and results 
• of such a system in its operation elsewhere, with 
a view to its adaptation to the exigencies of the 
situation in this state. 
1 think I may assum e th a t the experience 
of the past tw o years has given em phasis to 
j the expressions above quoted. 
Indeed, the 
dem and for such regulation and restrain t in 
the inspection and w arehousing of grain a- a 
judicious legislative enactm ent m ay provide 
is so general and im perative th a t you cannot 
j longer ignore i t 
The subject should receive 
early attention, th a t your efforts m ay not 
fail for w an t of considerate action. 
You 
cannot expect to devise a system th a t will 
m eet the views of every one who m ay hav t 
earnest convictions upon the subject, but 
you can certainly provide for the correction 
to a large ex ten t of those practices ant 
j abuses so generally com plained of, and thal 
have obtained bv rc ason of the absence oi 
legal restraint. 
While every one m ust rec 
; oguize the fact th a t the inexorable law ol 
supply and. dem and as a rule governs value*- 
of all food* products in the g reat m arkets of 
the w orld, yet th e question of inspection and 
grading has m uch to do in adjusting and de 
term ining such values. 
The loss of a grade 
m eans a reduction in price. A fictitious depre­ 
ciation of quality Ly an arbitrary inspection 


results in a serious loss to the ow ner of the 
property th u s discrim inated against. 
While 
it is unquestionably tru e th a t an open m ar 
ket, w ith free com petition at prim ary receiv­ 
ing points, tjrould prove a reined v for manv

ness in M innesota has no t of late been re­ 
m unerative to the com panies. 
His conclu­ 
sions a.- to the cause of such excessive fire 
losses, and suggestions as to their preven­ 
tion, present a subject for serious reflection.

The historical society has m easurably re 
covered from the disaster it m et in the b urn­ 
ing of the capitol in 1881. 
Many of the 
archa-ologieal and historical specim ens de­ 
stroyed could not he replaced, as their dupli­ 
cates do not exist. 
O ther valuable co ntribu­ 
tions havi been m ade to its m useum , how ­ 
ever, to an e x ten t sufficient to restore the 
variety and at tractive ness of its collections. 
Its loss of publications has been suhsian 
tially m ade good, and fu rth er valuable addi 


lions m ade to its library w ithin the past two 
(rears. 
It has now over 11,000 volum es of 
standard w orks upon its shelves, and a nu m ­ 
ber of unbound volum es sufficient to sweii 
the total to 22,090, all of w hich are being 
thoroughly catalogued by an e x p e rt 
The 
secretary * regrets 
that* the 
newspaper* 
throughout th e state do not m ore generally 
contribute their journals to the jierni jnenl 
collections of the society. 
As chronicles oi 
the cu rrent history of the com m onw ealth, 
he believes they will prove in valuable anna is 
to succeeding generations. 
The rapid accu­ 
m ulations of its library and m useum will 
soon dem and the increased accom m odation- 
.vhieh a separate stru ctu re will furnish, and 
ior which an eligible site w as secured somt 
vears since, and a considerable subscriptior 
Is already pledged.

The suggestions of the com m issioners re- 
rarding th e necessity for protection to the 
food fishes of our w aters deserve attention. 
Their w anton destruction in recent years, 
unless checked, threatens the speedy extinc­ 
tion of some of the m ost desirable species oi 
tish th a t inhabit our lakes and stream s. 


TH E W O RLD'S EXPOSITION. 
P ursuant to the provisions of an act of con- 
gre— approved Feb. 10, 1883, "to encour­ 
age the holding of a w orld's industrial and 
cotton centennial exposition,” there w as in ­ 
augurated in New Orleans, on the 16th of 
last m onth, w hat will probably prove to be 
the m ost extensive and com plete collective 
exhibit of the arts, industries, products and 
resources ot the w orld th at has yet been 
brought together. 
The act referred to pro­ 
vided th at the president should appoint, upon 
the recom m endation 
of 
the 
governors 
t hereof,a com ini.-doner and an altern ate com ­ 
m issioner for each state and territory, w hose 
special function shall be to represent the 
interests of their several com m unities a t the 
proposed exposition. 
In pursuance thereof, 
in January last Oliver Gibbs, Jr., of Lake 
City, w as appointed com m issioner, and CoL 
8am. E Adams of M inneapolis, alternate 
com m issioner of Minnesota. 
As the plans 
for this exposition w ere developed, and par­ 
ticularly after congress bv subsequent act 
appropriated $1.(><>0,000 as a loan to aid in 
Its organization, and provided a fu rth er sum 
lor a governm ental representation in the 
exhibition, 1 becam e satisfied th a t the seope 
and purposes of the exposition were th o r­ 
oughly national in their character, and that 
it w ould be productive of results of m uch 
significance to all parts of the country. 
Re­ 
m em bering w ith painful regret, us every 
patriotic M inncsotiun m ust, the failure oi 
our state to m ake a proper presentation ol 
bt r natural and industrial resources at the 
centennial in 1 *76, 1 wa- extrem ely anxious 
th at she should mi)t show' a like indifference 
to the-opportunities this exposition afforded. 
MONEY CONTRIBUTED. 
It soon becam e ap p arent th a t m ost of the 
states and m any of the territories would 'pre­ 
sent an illustration m ore or less com plete ol 
their arts, industries and resources at New 
Orleans, and certainly M innesota could not 
afford the second tu n e to become “conspicu­ 
ous by her absence” from such a representa­ 
tive exhibit. 
To collect, arrange and install 
such an exhibit and properly care for it d u r­ 
ing the six m onths' continuance of the expo­ 
sition w ould involve g reat labor and corre­ 
sponding expense. 
From £# careful an esti­ 
m ate as could be m ade, it appeared that 
fully $30,000 w’Oukl be required to give 
M innesota such a representation as would do 
her credit. 
T here was 
no appropriation 
available for the purpose, and the condition1 
were not favorable for procuring the am ount 
required by private subscription. 
Believing 
the people oi the state w ould w illingly as­ 
sume the cost, and being fortified in this be­ 
lief by the fact that the legislature of 1 8 8 1 
made an appropriation of $25,000 fo ra 
world's 
exposition 
then 
in 
contem pla­ 
tion, 
but 
which 
was 
no t 
held, 
I ap 
pealed to several of the principal citie* 
of 
the 
state, 
through 
their 
com ­ 
m ercial bodies and leading citizens, for an 
advance of the required sum, w ith the as­ 
surance th at 1 w ould recom m end an appro­ 
priation at this session to reim burse them. 
In response to tins appeal I received $10,- 
OOO each from the tw o cities of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, and nearly $5,000 additional 
from other cities of the state. 
F our thou­ 
sand dollars was contributed bv the man 
agem ent of the exposition from the con­ 
gressional loan. 
As soon as assured th a t the 
requisite m eans would be provided, effective 
m easures were adopted to secure tbe best 
possible illustration of the varied interests 
and resources of the state. 
The resu lt is 
em inently satisfactory. 
The state collective 
exhibit is second to none, 1 am assured, pre­ 
sented by any state. 
It is especially com ­ 
plete in its display of agricultural products, 
truits, lum ber, flour, geological and zoologi­ 
cal specim ens, and tbe general industrial in- 
terestf oi the state, also in the departm ents 
of education and w om an’s work. 
A rrange­ 
m ents are perfected for a com plete display 
of dairy products, and also of live stock. 
■ oultrv, e tc ., a t later dates, designated foi 
x hi hi Lions in those departm ents. 
A larg* 
num ber of private exhibitors from the state 
have also m ade entries for prem ium s in the 
com petitive departm ents of the exposition. 
For especial use in connection w ith the 
state exhibit a t the exposition, a new and 
enlarged edition of the pam phlet descriptive 
of M innesota was authorized by the board of 
im m igration, and prepared under the super­ 
vision of the secretary, Mr 
H. 11. Young. 
The new w ork contains over tw o hundred 
pages, w ith m any illustrations, and a revised 
m ap of the state. 
The enlarginent, afford­ 
ing m ore full descriptions of counties and 
tow ns, m akes this the m ost valuable publi­ 
cation ever m ade by the board. 
'The first 
edition w as 20 ,000 copies. 
It is believed 
th a t a m uch larger num ber in addition car 
be advantageously used. 
I feel th a t 1 do not 
need to present to you the im portance tc 
o u r state, to all her people and interests,of s 
p roper presentation, such as lias been made, 
a t th is exposition. 
T hat 
its 
beneficial 
results 
will 
be 
felt 
in 
years 
to 
com e 
in 
the 
ex ten t 
and 
ch ar­ 
acter of 
th e 
im m igration th at will 
be 
directed to our state, and in the prom otion 
of relations of com ity wTth our sister state* 
of the republic, there can be no question. 
It 
is w ith confidence, therefore, th at I recom ­ 
m end an appropriation of $ 2 5 ,0 0 0 to reim ­ 
burse the gentlem en who have become re 
sponsible for 
th a t am ount, and bu t foi 


or the w orst evils now’ existing, y et a fixed 
standard of inspection, th a t shall secure tc 
the sm all shipper a t rem ote stations an im ­ 
partial grading of his property in any m ar­ 
k et of the state w here it m ay be consigned 
for sale, is dem anded by the sim plest fu n d a­ 
m ental principles attaching to the rights of 
property. 
This question is not involved in 
such com plications th a t it should prove 
difficult of solution. 
Probably the sim pler 
the system adopted, if it com prehends the 
principles requisite to m ake it effective, the 
m ore satisfactory it will prove m its p racti­ 
cal operation. 
You have the experience of 
other states to aid you in the application of 
practical rem edies for a recognized and ad­ 
m itted grievance. Your are specially charged 
by your constituents w ith the du ty of pro­ 
viding relief from the fu rth er im position of 
abuses th a t have becom e intolerable, and I 
venture to rem ind you th a t it should rx 
am ong the first acts of your body to addrest 
yourself to its fearless and concientious dis 
charge. 
It is the conviction of som e w hose re la ­ 
tions to this subject have been of a char- ! 
acter to induce thoughtful investigation, 
th a t our people should tak e an advanced 
position upon this question, and bring the 
highest and m ost practical intelligence into 
service in determ ining grades and values of 
our gram . 
It m ust be conceded th a t the 
cereal productions of the N orthw est have 
intrinsic 
m erits 
not possessed by those 
grow n in countries w here the best elem ents 
of the soil have been elim inated by m any 
years of continuous cultivation. 
I is a well 
know n fact th a t our w heat or its p ro d u ct is 
largelv used in mixing }>rocf**ses, w hereby it 
is m ade to contribute essential qualities to 
the inferior w heats grow n in other climates. 
Some of the m ost practical and scientific 
m anufacturers of Hour em plov ex p erts to 
test by analysis ail grain used by them , and 
through the com bination of certain elem ents 
secure the liest possible resu lts in their 
p ro d u c t 
A system of inspection th a t would 
in like m anner bring to its aid the knowledge 
so fa r as m ay be 
usefully 
employed, 
gained 
by such 
m echanical or chem i­ 
cal 
analysis 
of 
our 
cereal 
pro­ 
ductions 
us 
w ould 
dem onstrate 
their 
superiority, w ould doubtless resu lt in estab­ 
lishing a high standard of grades for our 
grain. 
It m ay lie said th a t such grades are 
not know n in the great m arkets of the coun­ 
try, and w ould not be recognized by theil 
com m ercial bodies. 
Let it becom e know u 
th a t M innesota has a system of inspection by 
which her w heat is classified according to its 
m illing value and bread-producing qualities, 
and the d irect consum ptive dem and for 
those grades th a t contain the elem ents of 
‘body and stren g th ” would absorb her prod­ 
uct independent of all o th er m arkets. 
The 
state of New York has an “experim ental sta­ 
tion” w here facilities are afforded to test the 
culture of the various' productions of the 
husbandm an, from w hence reports are fre­ 
quently issued for public inform ation. Upon 
a sim ilar basis the d ep artm en t of agriculture 
of our state university could provide the fa­ 
cilities for such scientific experim ents as the 
system in contem plation w ould require oi 
suggest, and provide th e m eans by which in­ 
spectors could receive th e instruction re­ 
quired to qualify th em for their duties. 
It 
is not contem plated by such a system that 
every load of w'heat shall be subjected to 
scientific tests, but th a t the system shall lie 
controlled and directed by an intelligence 
th a t shall secure to the fa n n e r offering 
for sale the best qualities of grain such 
advantage as superior husbandry should 
alw ays comm and. 
RAILROADS. 
N othing will engage your atten tio n of such 
vital im port to a very large p art of o u r pop­ 
ulation as questions of 
laiiroad legisla­ 
tion. 
Many reasons for action seem ed to 
exist a t the last session, b u t although the 
subject was considered in com m ittee, so 
persuasive were the assurances th a t the rail­ 
road com panies w ould voluntarily rem ove 
every just cause of com plaint th a t nothing 
w as done. 
In less than a tw elvem onth aftor- 
w ards, under the intensified pressure of the 
sam e and some new ly developed practices, 
m any num erously signed petitions cam e up 
from w idely extended agricultural sections, 
asking th at an ex tra session of the legislature 
lie called to adopt m easures of relief against 
th e 
oppression 
of 
railroad 
m anage­ 
m ent. 
T here 
w ere controlling 
reasons 
against 
reconvening 
tiiat 
body; 
but 
as 
I calied 
their 
attention 
earnestly 
to the subject, so I give it to you as one 
which, in m y judgm ent, can n o t lightly tie 
passed over. 
W hatever reasons for com ­ 
p lain t of discrim ination or extortion there 
w ere tw o years ago are believed to exist to ­ 
day; w hite the evil of certain oth er practice* 
and rules of m anagem ent his disclosed it* 
enorm ity. 
The assurances of the rep resen ta­ 
tives of the com panies to your predecessors 
th at the interests of the farm ers m ight safely 
be left to their discretion has proved delu­ 
sive. 
As m ight be expected, those w ho m an­ 
age the g reat railroads are intent, first ami 
chiefly, upon subserving the in terests of their 
stockholders. 
They seek econom y, profit 
and convenience in operating their lines. 
Profit and certainly convenient*, som e ol 
them think, will be secured as to freights, by 
large, freq u en t and easily regulated shift­ 
men t> under contracts w ith a sm all num ber 
of shippers, and therefore their m anagem ent 
aim s to encourage such. 
If this tends to 
build up a inonof*oiy at every station, or one 
monopoly existing along th eir w hole line, 
and m aking its“lf cruelly felt a t every sta ­ 
tion, th a t resu lt is not, they say. a p art of 
their in tentio n ; they reg ret it if it is really 
oppressive, and hof*e it will not alw ays b*s 
so. and call you to w itness th at, at th e very 
w orst, th eir road is a g reat blessing to the 
farm ers. 
They tell you th a t w holesalers are 
accorded an advantage in rates and facilities 
th e world over, citing the exam ples of in­ 
dividuals who have received no th in g from 
the public and are under no obligations to 
the public, as a precedent for a com pany 
created by the com m onw ealth to serve the 
com m on weal, and bound by law, as well as 
th e logic of its creation, not to discrim inate, 
not to deal unequally, not to restrict its ob­ 
ligation of com m on carriage. 


TRA N SIT EVILS. 
Beside the practices above hinted at, which 
ten d to establish monopolies by giving soim 
shippers advantages over others, anothei 
exist* u|»on some line* in accordance with 
w hich an ow ner of w heat who w ishes to send 
it to any point on the line m u st pay the 
charges for carrying it over the whoie road. 
He m ay then stop his w heat w here ho 
chooses, and sell his transit, or rem aining 
freight right, for w hat he can get. 
This is 
defended on the ground th a t the w heat, or 
its product, m u st go by some transportation 
line to th a t term inal point, Chicago or Mil­ 
w aukee, and th a t the com pany w hich first 
has it is entitled to devise any possible plan 
to keep it, w ithout having, a t any interm e­ 
diate point, to com pete for its fu rth e r car­ 
riage w ith other rival lines. 
E very arg u ­ 
m ent to justify the dem and for paym ent foi 
carrying iri«iin to Chicago, w hen the shippei 
jniy w ants it carried to som e interm ediate 
point, w ould justify tbe exaetion of transit 
rates to the seaboard instead of Chicago, d 
the com pany could possess itself of the con­ 
trol of a continuous line thither. 
A nother 
rule 
by 
which 
producers have 
griev­ 
ously suffered, is th a t adopted by som e roads 
to receive no w heat upon its cars except 
from elevators of a given m inim um capaci­ 
ty. 
The m anagers allege th a t a regulation 
of th a t kind is necessary to the p roper per­ 
form ance of their obligation to carry tbe 
freight 
which m ay l*e offered them foi 
transportation w ith due dispatch; th at ele­ 
vators of a t least the capacity prescribed are 
necessary^for the expeditious handling and 
loading of the giain; th a t the dem and for 
cars w hen a g rea t crop is to be m oved, can 
scarcely be supplied even when they arc oc­ 
cupied the least tim e in loading; and th at b j 
any other m anner of handling the grain 
there w ould be g reat loss in the service ob­ 
tained from th eir rolling stock. 
As a con­ 
sequence of this im possibility of getting 
their purchases to m ark et w henever desired, 
buyers, it is said, 
could not 
m aintain 
prices, and farm ers w ould suffer the loss. 
Much of this is, or has been, true, and such 
considerations m ay be accepted as a sufficient 
explanation or apology for the errors of the 
com panies in once adopting the practice tc 
rid them selves of an inconvenience; 
bui 
they are not sufficient to m aintain it, after il 
has been found to deprive the producer! 
whom they w ere created to serve, of th» 
com petition am ong buyers 
w hich oughl 
everyw here to exist, because it is the n atu ra 
nnd only m eans to m aintain ju st grades and 
fair pricea 
The du ty of the railroad com ­ 
panies as com m on carriers is to transport 
for all alike, w ith reasonable dispatch and at 
reasonable ra te a W hat are reasonable rates 
and reasonable dispatch depends on the cir­ 
cum stances of the case, b u t the obligation tc 
carry for all alike is absolute under all ctr- 
cum stancea 
No increased dispatch, no re­ 
duced ra te to some, will justify any practice 
w hich w orks discrim ination, or a restriction 
of his free right, to any. 
The people look to you to adopt law s w hict 
shall in terd ict and term in ate all these prac- 
ticea 
The details of the legislation which 


will accom plish it, w ill be yonrs to elaborate. 
It is m y d u ty to recom m end th a t you aim to 
secure, a t every station, an open and u n ­ 
restricted m arket, the rig h t of shipm ent for 
any and all, w ithout p artiality or preference, 
anil tran sp o rtatio n for all w ithout discrim i­ 
nation a t equal and reasonable rates, to any 
desired destination. 
T he prosperity of the 
com panies depends largely upon tne pros­ 
perity of th e people along th eir lines. 
You 
will not, therefore, evince hostility to* the 
roads by releasing the people from the 
shackles of m onopoly w hich fe tte r their 
prosperity. 
F R E IG H T TA R IFF. 
The producers of our state have been 
greatly disappointed by the failure of the 
railroad com panies to ad ju st th eir tariffs the 
past year to conform to th e changed condi­ 
tions in tbe general business of the country. 
They justly com plain th a t charges for tra n s­ 
portation are o u t of proportion to the value 
of 
the 
com m odities 
transported. 
While 
the prices of grain have declined to a point 
th a t affords no profit to th e farm er under 
the m ost favorable conditions for m arketing 
his crop, the charges for transportation p re­ 
vailing in form er years have been substan­ 
tially maintained.* A slight reduction may 
have been m ade in som e instances, as a 
grudging concession to popular clam or, yet 
it has n o t been sufficient to afford apprecia­ 
t e relief 
in 
this regard. 
From m any 
points in the state, one-lialf the value of a 
bushel of w heat is tak en for its tran sp o rta­ 
tion to Chicago, w hile from rem ote stations 
the freight and accom panying charges upon 
certain kinds and grades of grain, am ount 
alm ost to a confiscation of the property. The 
gross injustice of this policy does n o t require 
illustration, 
lu tim es of general depression 
there should be, so far as may be practicable, 
an equitable distribution of burdens. 
When 
values of agricu ltu ral products prove re­ 
m unerative to the farm er, he w illingly pays 
liberal rates for th eir tran sp o rtatio n ; but, 
when prices barely pay the co st of produc­ 
tion, he certainly should n o t be com pelled 
to pay tbe full trib u te necessary to enable 
these corporations to declare regular divi­ 


dends upon their exaggerated issues' oTstock. 
The rep o rt of the railroad com m issioner 
show s continued prosperity to have p re­ 
vailed in the railroad business of the state. 
The to tal num ber of miles of com pleted 
road reported w ithin the state, Dec. 1 ,1 8 8 2 , 
was 3,749.13. 
The total num ber Dec. 1, 
1884, w as 4,162.22. of which 2 5 6.84 m iles 
w ere constructed w ithin the last 
tw elve 
months. 
The total earnings of these roads 
! w ithin the state was, for the year ending 
Ju n e 30, 1882, $18,805,193.16. 
The total 
earnings for the year ending Ju n e 30, 1884, 
w as $23,243,466.22. 
The total operating 
| expenses, w hich am ounted to $ 1 0,221,- 
783.69 in 1882, w ere $1 1 ,7 8 4 ,2 5 3 .5 8 for 
the year ending Ju n e 30, 1884. 
The aver­ 
age earnings per m ile had increased from 
$5,642.24 to $5,924.77 in tw o years; w hile 
the average operating expenses had been 
reduced from $3,06 6 .9 0 to $3,004.28. 
The 
average cost of construction of the roads in 
this state, including equipm ent, as rep re­ 
sented by th eir issues of bonds and stock, is 
given by the com m issioner a t $40,9 9 4 .5 6 
per mile. 
The average earnings of the sam e 
for the last tw elve m onths’ rep o rt exceed 
the 
average 
of operating expenses bv 
$2,92 0 .4 9 per mile. 
The taxes paid to the 
state on the gross earnings of the railroads 
in this state during the past y ear were 
$645,735.18. 
This large am ount will be 
steadily increased from the increase of busi­ 
ness upon these roads and from the new 
lines, of which a num ber of im portant ones 
are soon to bejcom pleted. 
CONCLUSION. 
Confident th at tbe influence controlling 
your deliberations here will be a desire to 
serve the best interests of your constituents, 
and tru stin g th a t the people of the state m ay 
not be disappointed In their expectation of 
such practical rem edial legislation a t your 
hands as shall best prom ote their prosperity 
and happiness. I com m end the subjects of 
Chls com m unication to fo n r considerate at 
j tention.

Senate.—T he first session after the pro­ 
longed holiday did not amount to much. 
The 
secretary of war transmitted to the senate the 
engineer’s report advising the pt ichase by ihe 
government, of the Portage I^ake and lak e Su­ 
perior ship canal for #359,600. 
Mr. Miller (CaL) offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, calling upon the secretary of 
state for copies of all treaties, except postal 
treaties, entered into by the United States, tho 
ratification whereof have been exchanged, with 
such notes as an- in his jxtssessiou indicating 
such treaties or parts of treaties as have been 
changed or abrogated. 
Bills were introduced to create a tariff com­ 
mission; to repeal the statute of limitations on 
allowance of pension arears and roguiato 
proof m pension eases, and to amend the laws 
regarding the lease of Indian lands for grazing 
purposes. 
Mr. Wilson of Iowa spoke on the 
f’ullom interstate commerce bill.
